Now it was among thefe Lefler Gods that 
they Rang’d their Kings, who had liv’d Vere 
tuoufly, and done Great things for them. And 
Indeed their Geds, as Bacchus, Neptune, Hercus 
les and Others, were Aen that had been Dei- 
fy'd, after their Deaths, for Remarkable things 
that they had done ; of which their Stories 
{till reman in the Heathen Authots. 

But they had not fo Foolifh a Thought, as, 
That they cou’d make a Zan to becomethe 
Supream Being, which he was not Before their 
Apotheofis, or Declaring him a God. 

Your Wonder atthe Heathen will Abate, 
when you fee Kings Call’d Gods in H. Scrip- 
ture. I have faid Ye are Gods. And Revile not
